IN MEMORY OF FORMER COOK COUNTY BOARD COMMISSIONER 
THADDEUS S. (TED) LECHOWICZ 

WHEREAS, Almighty God in His infinite wisdom has taken Thaddeus S. (Ted) Lechowicz, former 
Cook County Board Commissioner, Illinois State Senator and member of the Illinois House of 
Representatives; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz was bom in Chicago, Illinois on December 20, 1938 to parents who raised 
him during the Great Depression and the Second World War, fostering an appreciation of hard work, 
sacrifice and a strong commitment to country and community; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz proudly served his state and nation as a member of the Illinois National 
Guard; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz attended Wright Junior College, North Park College and DePaul University, 
pursuing an undergraduate degree in Economics and a graduate degree in Business Administration; and 

WHEREAS, in 1964 Ted Lechowicz would marry the love of his life, Suzanne Keiler, and the two of 
them started to raise a family of their own; and

WHEREAS, with the support of his family, Ted Lechowicz became an active member and leader of the 
Polish-American community in Chicago, one of the largest Polish communities in the world; and 

WHEREAS, his active work with such organizations as the Polish National Alliance, the Chicago 
Society, the New Horizon School of Mentally Retarded Children, the Portage Park No. 2 Loyal Order of 
Moose, the Lockwood Improvement Association, the Knights of Columbus LaLayette Council and the 
Holy Name Society brought Ted Lechowicz the recognition and accomplishments necessary to encourage 
an entry into politics and government; and 

WHEREAS, in 1968, Ted Lechowicz was elected to the Illinois General Assembly as a member of the 
Illinois House of Representatives; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz would rise to the Chairmanship of the Appropriations Committee, the 
Chairmanship of the Illinois Economic and Liscal Commission, the Co-Chairmanship of the Illinois Cities 
and Villages Municipal Problems Commission and the Vice-Chairmanship of the Joint Committee on 
Legislative Information Systems, encouraging the residents of his district to re-elect him to six additional 
terms and his colleagues saw fit to recognize him as the Assistant Majority Leader of the House of 
Representatives in 1977; and 

WHEREAS, an opportunity developed in 1982 for Ted Lechowicz to represent an even greater part of 
the Chicago area when he was elected to his first term to the Illinois State Senate, where he would 
become Chairman of the Executive Appointments and Veterans Affairs Committee, Co-Chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Administrative Rules, and eventually, Assistant Majority Leader of the Senate, 
encouraging the residents of his Senate District to reelect him in 1986 and in 1990; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz also served in a prominent role with the Democratic Party of Cook County 
as the Committeeman of the 30th Ward; and 

WHEREAS, from 1961 to 1965 and from 1969 to 1990, Ted Lechowicz was a dedicated and loyal Cook 
County employee, working in the Circuit Court of Cook County and in Management Services; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz sought to demonstrate his commitment to improving the lives of the 
residents of Cook County by running for Cook County Board in 1990, and was elected to the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners in that same year; and 

WHEREAS, upon his election, Commissioner Lechowicz brought about fundamental changes to the 
rules of procedure and operation of the Board, rewriting the rules to make the Board more transparent, 
democratic and accountable; and 

WHEREAS, the changes Commissioner Lechowicz introduced included the Taxpayers’ Interest 
Assistance Ordinance, the fiscal Impact Review Ordinance, the Cook County Lobbyist Registration 
Ordinance, the Cook County Ethics Ordinance and the Campaign finance portion of the Ethics 
Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Lechowicz also co-sponsored the Cook County Human Rights Ordinance, 
supported controls on illegal sales of tobacco products to minors and was instrumental in the 
reconstruction and opening of the Whelan Park Aquatic Center; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Lechowicz took a leadership role in bringing true representative democracy 
to the Cook County Board when he chaired the Districting and Redistricting Committees of the Cook 
County Board in 1993 and 2001, respectively; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Lechowicz was a strong supporter of the Cook County Health Care System, 
including the construction of a brand new Cook County Hospital, and helped break ground on that 
hospital during his time as Commissioner; and

WHEREAS, the personal courage, political strength and professional success developed through his 
legislative and community accomplishments would reinforce Ted Lechowicz’s conviction that he could 
bring positive change to the lives of those around him, especially those served by Cook County 
Government; and 

WHEREAS, those who remember Ted Lechowicz and take him to his rest, recognize the value in his 
view that politics and government can exist for the good of all, and that government works best when 
leaders are honest, thoughtful and are those for whom their word is their bond; and 

WHEREAS, those in Cook County Government and those in the legal profession can take comfort in the 
fact that his dedication to public service was not only instilled in his son, Edward, and his daughter, 
Laura, but also continues on a daily basis through their service and work on behalf of others; and 

WHEREAS, beyond the professional accomplishments of Ted Lechowicz will be the warm memories of 
a dedicated family man, who happily celebrated his last Christmas and his 70th birthday with his family, 
including his wife, his children, his daughter-in-law, Tracy, his son-in-law, Jason, and his beloved 
grandchildren Ariel, Ryan, Alex and Bobby; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz leaves behind a proud legacy, on behalf of his family and his community, 
which can be applauded and should be emulated.

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6(a) of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its governmental 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County ordinances authorize Cook County to transfer to or between the various 
offices, departments, institutions or agencies of the County government, material and equipment which 
are surplus, obsolete or unusable; and 

WHEREAS, the Austin School Health Clinic (ASHC), located within the Austin Campus high school, 
which was formally operated by the Bureau of Health Services of Cook County, will reopen and be 
operated by Circle Family Health Care Network in January 2009; and 

WHEREAS, an inventory of surplus, obsolete or unusable material and equipment has been taken at the 
Cook County warehouse; and 

WHEREAS, the ASHC can benefit from the surplus, 
at the Cook County warehouse; and 

WHEREAS, it has been identified by the ASHC 
equipment stored at the Cook County warehouse are 
may effectively service its clients, more specifically: 

1. 3 gray lateral file cabinets (4 drawer) 

2. 3 gray vertical file cabinets (5 drawer) 

3. 2 black desks (with black desk tops)

RESOLUTION 

$2 BILLION DOLLAR NATIONAL ECONOMIC STIMULUS PLAN 
TO EMPLOY OVER 1 MILLION LOW-INCOME YOUTHS 
YEAR ROUND AND IN THE SUMMER 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) 
of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. economy is experiencing the worst slow down in the past 30 years and is facing a 
severe recession; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. economy has shed more than 1 million payroll jobs in the 10 months of 2008 and 
now has on average 2.8 million more unemployed persons than one year ago; and 

WHEREAS, at 33% this was the worst summer teen (16 to 19) employment rate in post-World War II 
history, and this national employment crisis is crippling the teen job market, with Black and Latino youth 
the hardest hit groups; and 

WHEREAS, in the summer of 2008, more than 2 million low-income youth were out of work and on the 
streets; and 

WHEREAS, in October 2008, 68% of teens were jobless and there were 500,000 fewer teens employed 
than October 2007 and the nation’s teen employment rate fell by three percentage points over the past 12 
months; and 

WHEREAS, youth, particularly Black and Hispanic youth, are living in a “Depression” with very high 
jobless rates , 80% of Black youth and 75% of Hispanic youth across the country; and 

WHEREAS, President Bush, President-elect Obama and Congress are now proposing a very large 
stimulus package to restart the U.S. economy; and 

WHEREAS, from 1964 until 2000, there was a separate su mm er youth employment program for over 
750,000 low-income youth and these jobs were often the first jobs for low-income youth, giving them a 
chance to work and gain experience to later find a job on their own; and 

WHEREAS, the summer youth employment program was eliminated when the youth employment and 
training program was revamped in 2000; and 

WHEREAS, teen employment has a variety of long-term benefits for youth as well as the short-term 
improvement in their earnings and income, and the more teens work when they are 16 and 17 the more 
likely they are to work when they are 18 and 19 and so forth; and 

WHEREAS, the most beneficial youth employment programs are those programs that focus on 
combining education and productive work within the youth’s neighborhood. Teens would earn money 
while they are producing meaningful work, and they will spend this money immediately providing a 
direct economic stimulus to the U.S. economy.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board urges President Bush, 
President-elect Obama and Congress to allocate $2 billion of the next proposed economic stimulus 
package to create community-based programs like the Green Job Corps and the 5-E (Energy Efficiency, 
Environmental Education and Employment) Disconnected Youth Service Corps as outlined in the Obama 
for President platform on poverty; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be delivered to President Bush, 
President-elect Obama, and each Member of the Illinois Congressional delegation.

RESOLUTION 

FOR THE RECOVERY OF FUNDS FOR HOUSING INMATES 
SERVING A TERM OF A MANDATORY SUPERVISED RELEASE FOR A FELONY 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Code of Code of Corrections, 730 ILCS 125/5 (2008) is entitled "Costs of 
maintaining prisoners" and provides as follows in Paragraph 5(b): 

If a person who is serving a term of mandatory supervised release for a 
felony is incarcerated in a county jail, the Illinois Department of Corrections 
shall pay the county in which that jail is located in one-half of the cost of 
incarceration, as calculated by the Governor's Office of Management and 
Budget and the county’s chief financial officer, for each day that the person 
remains in the county jail after notice of the incarceration is given to the 
Illinois Department of Corrections by the county, provided that (i) the 
Illinois Department of Corrections has issued a warrant for an alleged 
violation of mandatory supervised release by the person; (ii) if the person is 
incarcerated on a new charge, unrelated to the offense for which he or she is 
on mandatory supervised release, there has been a court hearing at which 
bail has been set on the new charges; (iii) the county has notified the Illinois 
Department of Corrections that the person is incarcerated on a new charge; 
and (iv) the person remains incarcerated in the county jail for more than 48 
hours after the notice has been given to the Department of Corrections by 
the county. Calculation of the per diem cost shall be agreed upon prior to 
the passage of the annual State budget.

WHEREAS, the Sheriff of Cook County, through the Cook County Department of Corrections, houses 
on a daily basis, as many as 1,600 persons who are serving terms of mandatory supervised release, yet are 
incarcerated in Cook County Jail and fall within the definition set forth in 730 1LCS 125/5(b) as set forth 
above; and 

WHEREAS, the Sheriff of Cook County, has determined that since January 1, 2005 through November 
30, 2008, there is owed to Cook County from the Illinois Department of Corrections for maintaining 
prisoners serving terms of mandatory supervised release a sum equal to 331,830 billable days; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Corrections has regularly informed the Illinois Department 
of Corrections of the mandatory supervised released inmates which the Cook County Department of 
Corrections was housing on behalf of the Illinois Department of Corrections; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has failed and refused and continues to fail and refuse to pay any sum as 
required by the Illinois Code of Corrections. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners as follows: 

The General Assembly appropriate the funds legislated to be paid the Cook County Department 
of Corrections and distributed pursuant to 730 ILCS 125/5(b); and 

The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office explore filing a claim against the State for the 
payment of such funds.

PROCEDURES AND PREPAREDNESS TRAINING FOR THE HANDLING OF 

SUSPICIOUS M ATT; ITEMS 

WHEREAS, Cook County government has a vested interest in being prepared in the event of an 
emergency; and 

WHEREAS, certain elected county officials have received several suspicious packages over the last two 
years designed to instill fear upon the recipients; and 

WHEREAS, the nature of the most recent packages received by county officials prompted the Sheriffs 
office to call in a HAZMAT team along with City Fire Department personnel and ambulances, as well as 
temporarily evacuate certain areas of the County Building while isolating others; and 

WHEREAS, standardized procedures and preparedness measures when responding to such emergencies 
are in place for 1st responders; and 

WHEREAS, such procedures and training for County employees required to handle mail do not currently 
exist; and 

WHEREAS, establishing procedures and conducting training of said employees should be required in 
order to be better prepared to respond to such incidents in the future, and to prevent the delivery of 
suspicious mail items to the intended recipients, thereby containing them in an isolated area; and 

WHEREAS, the establishment of such procedures and training will serve to better protect all employees 
and visitors to County Buildings as well as our elected officials.

WHEREAS, on behalf of the Cook County Partners Against Animal Cruelty (PAAC) Task Force, Cook 
County Commissioner Joan Patricia Murphy, PAAC founder and Co-Chair, and the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners congratulate Sheriff Thomas J. Dart and the Cook County Sheriffs Office Animal 
Crimes Unit and the Chicago Police Department’s (CPD) Animal Crimes Unit under Commander Joseph 
Gorman, for their extraordinary police work in the Englewood Dog Fighting Operation arrest of 
November 16, 2008; and 

WHEREAS, due to the joint investigative efforts of the Cook County Sheriffs Office Animal Crimes 
Unit and the CPD Animal Crimes Unit, this bust of an actual dog fight in progress in the basement of a 
home in Chicago’s Englewood neighborhood resulted in three felony dog-fighting counts with another 50 
arrests including two (2) boys age 13 and 15 on misdemeanor charges of attending a dog fight; and 

WHEREAS, the law enforcement officers responsible for the success of this first of its kind operation 
and month-long investigation are Cook County Sheriffs Department Lt. Michael Anton, Sgt. Steve 
Zepeda and investigators Tyra Brown and Larry Draus as well as CPD Animal Crimes Unit Police 
Officers Lt. Scott DeDore, Sgt. William Riesche, and Lisa Russell, Michelle Gonzalez, Jennifer 
O’Shaughnessy, Mark Trost and Reginald Ward; and 

WHEREAS, police confiscated dog-fighting paraphernalia including steroids, amphetamines, syringes 
and an IV drip used to increase the animals’ stamina, a staple gun used to close dogs’ wounds and thick 
wooden stakes used to drive apart dogs’ jaws. Three 9mm handguns and two vehicles with dog cages and 
fighting manuals were also recovered during the sting, backing up studies that have shown that the crimes 
attendant to dog fighting and animal abuse can include narcotics possession and/or distribution, organized 
gambling and weapons violations.
